Winnipeg, Man., Qet, 2h— 
Threshing is about complete in 
Manitoba, Fall plowing too is 
well advanced with between 60 
and 70 per cent, of it doue, the 
soil being in excellent shape 
ror working. Cattle are in 
geod condition with lots of teed 
available, except of course, oats, 
which are very short in this 
province. 

At present 50 per cent of the 
grain is thresbed in Suskatche- 
wan; upto ten duys ago prac. 
tically all prain threshed was 
damp and tough, but favorable 

weatber bas “caused the grain 
to dry, and it is now running 
straight grade, 50 to 60 per 
cent of Fall plowing is done, 

ln Alberta 60 to 70 per cent. 
of the threshing is done. Crops 
all over the province are heavy, 
grades proving better than ex- 
pected, but mostly two and 
three. “Wheat crops of 40 to 50 
bushels seem to be fairly com- 
mon, and in a few instances 
yields up to 60 bushels are re- 
ported. There is also a short-| 
age of labor, particularly in the 
south, where it is claimed that 
the sugar beet crop 18 some- 
what delayed on that account 
Only 15 per cent of Fall plow 
iny is done.

Indeed, 
rain fell so hard, the story goes, that 
the inhabitants became enriched be- 
cause the earth waa fertilized “by the 
| moisture of the putrified bodies.” 
| Having noted these facts, Plutarch 
proceeds to philosophize as follows: 

“It is an observation, also, that ex- 
traordinary rains pretty generally fell 
after great battles, whether it be that 
some divine power thus washes and 


}ers from above, or that moist and 
jheavy evaporations, steaming forth 
from the blood and corruption, thick- 


to alleration from the smallest 
causes.” 

The observation, therefore, was old 
jeven in Plutarch’s time, and that was 
many hundred yea before gunpow- 
der was used In warfare, The explo- 
{sion theory is simply a random ex- 
planation for an old generalization. It 
is a striking example of the human 
tendency to see cause and effect be- 
; tween phenomena that happen to suc- 
! ceed one another closely.

|Fattening Turkeys) 


Method Used For Conditioning Birds 
| In About Three Weeks 

| The proper time to begin fattening 
turkeys is four weeks before they are 
wanted for table use. They need nut 
be confined in pens, because, when 
| properly fed they take no more exer- 
‘cise than is necessary. Turkeys rais- 


‘ed in-the open during the summer 
cannot stand close confinement dur- 
ing the fattening period. In a bulletin 
/on turkeys, available at the Publica- 


tions Branch of the Department of | 


‘Agriculture at Ottawa, complete in- 
structions for feeding the fattening 
birds are given. The young birds 
should be started feeding gradually 
The feed should consist of mash and 
whole grain. The mash, which is fed 
for the morning and mid-day meals, 
is madé up of equal parts of ground 
oats, barley meal, cornmeal and wheav 
bran, Ground buckwheat may be 
used instead of the ground 
The ground grains should be mixed 
thoroughly before moistening with 
water or skim-milk, using only enough 
to make the meal stick together and 
not enough to make it sticky or slop- 
py. The moistening should be done 
about two hours before feeding. The 
mash is fed in a clean trough giv- 
ing only as much as the turkeys will 
eat readily. The evening meal should 


ing about the best, and no more should 
be fed than the birds can clean up 
‘nicely. Fresh water and grit should 
lhe provided in abundance. The tur - 
keys can be conditioned in this way 
jin about three weeks another week

Roots For Seed 

Wintering Roots To Be Used For 
Seed Growing 

Field root seed is grown from eith- 


er mature roots or stecklings, plant- 
jed in the spring. Stecklings are 


certain advantages in using them, 
| but, conditions being equal they do 
not produce so much seed as mature 
roots. 

Roots for seed raising must be han- 
dled with care, particular pains be- 
ing taken haa no damage {s done in 
jharvestinng and storing. The proper 
methods of harvesting and storing are 
fully described in a new bulletin on 
'Field Roots in Canada available at 
/the Publications Branch of the De- 
| partment of Agriculture at Ottawa. 
!In gathering the roots are to be used 
| for seed raising the leaves should not 
| be twisted off but cut two or (three 
|inches from the top of the root. The 
|roots should not be trimmed, and a 


| be made at harvest time and all dam- 
‘aged, misshapen, prongy and, off-type 
‘ones discarded. 

| Many methods of holding over win- 
lter roots to be used for seed have 
| been tried but, according to the bul- 
‘Jetin, by far the best method under 
‘ordinary Canadian conditions is to 
store them in properly constructed 
{cellars or pits. For satisfactory stor- 
age, tomperature should be maintain- 
od between 32 and 88 degrees Fahren- 
hoeit. Sudden and extreme temperature 
changes are the cause of greater loss 
‘than . continued low temperatures. 
Mangels, sugar beets and carrots will 
‘even stand considerable freezing pro- 
| vided they are not handled while froz- 
len and that the frost is allowed to 
| come out gradually, Stored roots must 
}not be allowed to dry out as drying 
‘is one of the principal causes of loss 
‘in cellar storage.
